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THIS IS IN RESPONSE TO YOUR RECENT LETTER IN WHICH YOU 
SUGGESTED THAT THE U.S. SIDE SEND EQUIPMENT FOR TESTS AT 
REFTINSKAYA POWER PLANT AND A DELEGATION WHICH WILL PARTI- 
CIPATE IN MEETINGS IN BOTH MOSCOW AND ALAMA-ATA, IN 

ADDITION TO PARTICIPATING IN A TEST PROGRAM. 

IN ORDER THAT TESTS AT THE REFTINSKAYA POWER PLANT BE MOST 
EFFECTIVE. WE SUGGEST THAT WE ADHERE TO OUR ORIGINAL PLAN 
FOR A PLANNING MEETING PRIOR TO CONDUCT OF THE ACTUAL 
TESTS AGREED UPON THE RECORD OF OUR LAST MEETING (RECORD 
DATED NOVEMBER 4, 1976). WE WOULD ALSO SUGGEST THAT DURING 
THIS JULY 10-22 VISIT TO THE SOVIET UNION AND ESPECIALLY 
DURING THE VISIT TO THE REFTINS AKY A POWER PLANT, ALL 
THE DETAILS OF THE PROPOSED TEST PROGRAM BE DETERMINED AND 
THE SPECIFICATIONS OF THE POWER PLANT AND ITS FUEL AND 
METHOD OF FIRING ARE KNOWN, THEN SPECIFIC TEST EQUIPMENT 
REQUIREMENTS COULD BE DETERMINED. 

IN ORDER TO GET BACK ON THE SCHEDULE AS OUTLINED IN THE 
LAST RECORD, A SPECIFIC TEST DATE SHOULD BE SET AT THIS 
MEETING. THE DATE MAY BE IN EARLY FALL. HOPEFULLY
